The number aboard the bus 
unknown, but company otflclnli 
Slid that o bus during Uie nish hour 
might have carried up to SO pas- 
sengers. 

Eight persons were known to havd 
been rescued, but two of them, a 
unldcntltled woman and ^ pcdei 
trlan thrown Into the river by the 
careening bus. died Inter.

ALLIIiD HEADQUARTERS, NAPLES, March 20 (AP)— TheGer- 
maiiH have sufceeded in reinforcing their remaining strong points 
in Cassino and have regained a hiil to the west from fifth army 
ti'oops in heavy fighting, allied headquarters announced today.

CAPTAIN GULEKE'S "LAST TRIP" 
Idaho has had a number of so-called old- 
timers who have been a tradition In them- 
selves In the development of the state. 

Capt, Harry QuickC, who died at his homo 
in Salmon the other day. was one of those 
niggEd individuals around whom some of the 
most interesting chapters in Idaho history 
have been written. 

Captain Oulcke had the reputation as being 
the first white man to conquer the wild and 
roaring Salmon river. Since 1898 when he 
made his Initial trip "clear down the river of 
no return," his exploits as a fearless naviga- 
tor have become known throughout the land. 
The way he huUt the special boats ho used 
lor plying the Salmon, the dangers he en- 
countered, and all of his harrowing escapes 
are adventures that made Captain Ouleke 
one of Idaho's most colorful characters. 

Like others among the state's old-tlmera. 
he contributed much toward arousing a na- 
tion-wide Interest in Idaho. No doubt, he Is 
largely responsible for the fact the Salmon 
river Is now recognized as one of the nation's 
most fabulous streams. 

Words cannot adequately describe the feel- 
ing we have In Idaho when someone like Cap- 
tain Guleke passes on. He typified one of the 
many traditions characteristic ot Idaho — 
traditions we all love and would like, to see 
live on:

NO REALISTIC REPORTING? 

Since TIME magazine complained recently 
that war correspondents and press ssrvlces 
are not giving American newspaper readers 
a real picture ot the horrors and Hardships 
fighting men are undergoing, wo have been 
watching our news columns with that criti- 
cism In mind. 

As an example, we tound one press dispatch 
In the Times-News that struck us as being 
rather vivid. It described . the experience of 
Capt. H, M, Vines of Birmingham, Ala^-while 
he was fighting at Cosslno as a member of 
the 45th division, 

"When It [a German shell) got me, several 
of the other fellows were hit, too. and I drop- 
ped to the ground," said Captain Vines. "But 
I never did go out. When I looked down at my 
left leg. I saw that It was pointing back at 
me, and hanging by a few leaders. Thers wos 
no feeling, so I borrowed a sabre from a ser- 
geant and told him I wanted to perform Uio 
final operation. 

"He gave me the sabre and I whacked It 
off. The sergeant was pretty well nervous by 
now, and grabbed my leg and was running 
around there with It In his arms until I told 
him to throw It down, I was through with it"
